MUSSOLINI AND THE 
ITALIAN DEBT.

' American senate on the debt settlement is that the 
* United States must forget “its colossal egotism.”

+ His personality and his purposes enter into the 
Senate debate. The debt settlement is regarded as 
of world politics as well as of world economics. 
Senator Borah said that if he were persuaded of 
‘the sincere peaceable intent of Europe he would 
‘vote for erasing all the debts. He is opposed to 
»accepting the Italian settlement because he is not 
-g0 persuaded. Mr. Mellon, we imagine, is not so 
_concerned with world politics as he is with getting 
‘back as much money as he can. The opponents 
of the settlement say he is not getting enough, Its 
‘supporters say he is getting the last cent the 
‘United States ever will collect from that quarter. 
‘It is estimated that the agreement would amount 
to a 75 per cent cancellation. 

It is a question if Mussolini would not prefer 
that the senate reject the settlement. He works 
on American public opinion adversely. Americans 
hear him beat the war gongs and chant peans of 
empire and, of Rome rebuilt. They see him send 

troops into Tripoli and wonder whether there are 
to be more Punic wars. It gives the American 
taxpayer pause. He is willing to help out if Italy 
is poor. He is willing to be generous if the money 
he does not get is used in putting Italy back on 
her feet again. | 

- Italy borrows $100,000,000 from Mr. Morgan and 
pays seven per cent for the loan. The taxpayer 
wonders whether Italy didn't pull the wool over the 
American commission's eyes when it persuaded 
them it could pay only one and one-eighth per cent. 

On the other hand, there is this to consider: If 
the senate turns down the present settlement, will 
Italy ever pay at all? Even though a settlement 
tore favorable to the United States can be made, 
will Italy stick to the bargain? 

‘American observers in Rome declare the settle 
ment now pending is the United States’ only 
chance.

For that reason whenever there is an invitation 
for Uncle Sam to appear at Geneva it is received 
with the feeling that behind the explicit purposes 
there is the desire to get the United States accus 
tomed to the air and the surroundings and have 
Uncle Sam rid himself of his apprehensions, his 
timidity, or whatever is bothering him. 

If in good faith, the invitation was in bad judg- 
ment. It is hardly believable any more that re- 
sponsible men in Europe do not understand the 
relation of the United States senate to the execu- 
tive in treaty making. It is virtually certain that 
the senate would have questioned the propriety of 
administrative interpretation of its reservations as 
another condition of America joining the world 
court. 

The refusal of the government td send a delega- 
tion for this discussion leaves the United States 
dealing as it intended with the forty-eight member 
nations of the court, It is of no concern to the 
United States if these nations have a conference 
to decide if they want America on the terms stated. 
The United States is dealing with them directly 
and separately, and is not conceding that in joining 
the world court it ts recognizing the jurisdiction of 
the council. os 

By.insisting upon these distinctions the United 
States will establish protective precedents which 
may be needed some day. 
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THE SHACKS MUST GO. 


A number of readers, we suspect, will take isque 
with Prof. Cowles, whose letter on the Dunes park 
is published in the Voice of the People today. 
Prof. Cowles indorses the plans of the Indiana de- 
partment of conservation, which will manage the 
park now being acquired. We do not believe there 
will be any protest against the state’s proposals to 
protect the wild life of the dunes, but it is certain 
that the owners and renters of shacks along the 
shore will resent the order to remove them. 

These shacks are linked in the minds of their 
owners with some of the most delightful days of 
their lives. Not a few of the cottages were built 
by the owners with their own hands. All of them 
have served as a delightful retreat. No one going 
to the dunes says “I am going to the dunes.”” He 
says, “I am going out to the dunes.” He thinks 
of the dunes as the one place in the world where 
he can be himself. The city presses him as in a 
mold. At the dunes he can become again the 
creature he was intended to be. All this is asso- 
ciated in the minds of the shack owners with their 
weather beaten summer houses. [hey would be 
extraordinary human beings if they did not resent 
the coming of the state with a destroying ax. 

The shacks must go. They are a biot on the 
If the state permits those already 
there to remain, i, canndt forbid the construction 
of others. A state park ought to be, above every- 
thing else, a landscape preserved in its natural 
condition. A few years more of promiscuous shack 
building and trail making and the natural beauty 
of the dune country will be largely obscured if not 
destroyed. 

The shack owners should realize that, harmless 
as they may be individually, they are, collectively, 
destroyers. They must sacrifice some of their de- 
lights in the interest of the community and of the 
future. They may find comfort in the thought 
that, with all the dwellings rerhoved, the dunes 
will be far more beautify] than they have been 
since the coming of the shack builders, and added 
comfort in the assurance of so well qualified an 
observer as Dr. Cowles that the Indiana depart- 
ment of conservation knows its business.

\FINNISH ATHLETES. 


ROF. IVAR WILKSMAN, chairman . 


of the state board of athletics of 

Finland, gives an answer to the 

repeatedly asked question, “ Why 
the superiority of the Finns in competi- 
tive sports, particularly those requiring 
endurance?” His opinion is that there 
are several reasons. 

The Finns are a simple living, primitive 
people who have but recently developed 
the modern facilities for physical devel- 
opment and training. The peasant is 
very strong and with great powers of en- 
durance. Their outstanding champion, 
Paavo Nurmi, was brought up on a diet 
of black bread and dried fish, with fresh 
meat and fruit as a very occasional! treat. 
He had to walk many miles daily to and 
from school.

In the athletic leagues there 
are 1,256 athletic clubs, with 117,404 
active members. : Every third year there 
are joint sports festivals—really great, 
many phased national athletie contests. 

One reason for the basic hardihood of 
the Finns is the custom, of using steam 
baths, according to Prof. Palsi, who 
writes in “ The World’s Health.” Where 
the steam bath originated Dr. Palsi does 
not know. The Cossacks used it in Si- 
beria when they first came into notice. 
The Eskimos and the North American 
Indians were using it when the white 
man found them. The Slavs seem to 
have used it always. The old Roman 
bath and the present day Japanese bath 
show some relationship to it.

The Finnish steam bath is given as 
follows: The bathers go into a room 
which is filed with steam. The steam is 
generated by throwing Water on hot 
rocks. In the larger establishments the 
bathroom is double decked, the upper 
balcony being the hotter region. From 


time to time during the bath the tem- 
perature is raised by throwing more 
water on the rocks. The skin of the 
bather is switched with wet birch branch 
brooms, The floor of the bathroom is 
covered with leaves or straw, and this 
gives aromatics to the steam in the bath- 
room, At times the bathers run from 
the stearm room and plunge into the sea 
or some stream. Oftentimes they have 
to break through the thin ice to make 
the cold plunge.

jury of shrubs have been almost abso- 
lutely stopped. Indeed, the wild flower 
life is better there now than it was be- 
fore it was a park, because now the wild 


one might ravage the lands at will. ‘The 
same ig true in the dunes. F have 
watched with horror during these last 
years the constant tramping all over the 
dunes and the ravaging of the beautiful 
wild flower life. This will now stop, at 
least in the tract acquired by the state 
of Indiana for a state park. The pick- 
ing of wild flowers and injury to shrub- 
bery and trees will now be stopped. 
The people of Chicago owe a_ great 
debt of gratitude to Indiana for having 
acquired land so near the city for a state 
park which will be more useful to the 
people of Chicago than to the people of 
Indiana who have bought the tract and 
will maintain it.

Ring Commissioners 
See to It They Do. 


This is the second of three articles 
on the organization of the Wisconsin 
boving commission, its methods of 
going problems, and difficulties it has 
feced which may have to be met by an 
]Mineis commission. 


In the last analysis the boxing fan 
pays his money to see one thing, a 
good fight. Therefore the control a 
boxing commission exercises over the 


fighters is of no less importance and 
of more interest than how it handles 
the behind the scenes work of pro- 
motion and matchmaking. The Wis- 
consin commission’s rules for boxers 
are designed to protect the boxer from 
exploitation, but also to protect the 
fan. The rules for fighters are as 
strict and are enforced as impartially 
as are the rules for clubs, and while 
there is an occasional wail on the 
whole the boxers admit they are fairly 


The ring board acts not only as the 
umpire, protecting both the boxer 
and the club from unfair tactics of the 
other, always with the interests of the 
fans as the main influence, but often 
protects a boxer from himself or his 
manager. For instance, no fighter can 
box another who outweighs him more 
than a set number of pounds. 


Protects Fan from Fraud. 


Ané oftentimes when some young 
boxer is overmatched with a veteran 
who is easily hig superior, the com- 
mission forbids the bout until the 
youngster has developed sufficiently 
so he has an even chance. Another 
example is that no fighter may engage 
ina bout In Wisconsin within a week 
after having fought in another match, 
preventing many inexperienced boxers 
from burning themselves out by fight- 
ing too often. No fighter under 18 
years old or over 38 is licensed. 

First in the fighter’s mind is the 
matter of his pay, and no boxer who 
fulfills his contract can be gyp in 
his split of the receipts: the check 
system of the inspectors in making 
thelr own report of the receipts from 
the locked ticket boxes insures him 
a promoter cannot falsify the 

But on the contrary, the commis- 
sion is completely hardboiled on the 
question of forfeits. A boxer must 
put up a forfeit in cash or by certified 
check, both for weight and appear- 
ance, five days before the fight, which 
is returned to him only after he. has 
completed his bout. The amount of 
forfelt ranges from $5 or $10 from pre- 
liminary boys, where they will receive 
only $20 or so for the fight, up to 10 
per cent of the guarantee of windup 
and semi-windup fighters, for appear- 
ance, plus weight forfeit money. Pen- 
alty for not having the cash in the 
commission's hands five days before 
the fight is suspension for from two 
months to a year. 


What Boxer Must Do. 

To engage in a bout in the state a 
boxer first must get his license, which 
means he must file an application with 
the commission, giving his true name 
as well as his ring name, together 
with the answers to a list of questions 
like a chain store application blank. 
In addition he must give his ring rec- 
ord and furnish two photographs of 
himself and pay $10 for the license. 
One of the photographs is placed in 
the commission’s files and the other 
is pasted on his license, which he also 
must sign, giving him an easy and 
ae sure means of identifica- 


Contract blanks are furnished by 
the commission, to avoid either boxer 
or promoter inserting unfair clauses, 
and the contracts must be executed in 
triplicate and a copy sent to the com- 
mission. Boxers in the windup must 
be in the city at least three days be 
core the day of the bout, and must be 
ready to enter the ring at 9 o'clock, 
should the preliminaries end that soon.

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WIRE SERVICES 
BEAT BLIZZARD, 
LEECH ASSERTS 


BY HARPER LEECH. 


How many business men noted the 
nearly perfect wire service by tele- 
phone and telegraph, throughout last 
week's blizzard? Time was, and not 
go long ago, when a snowfall of such 
proportions would have meant wires 
down everywhere, and when they were 
down they usually were out. 

-_— 

Last week the DdDlizzard hardly raised 
@ ripple on the flow of words, which 
went on as steadily as # brook in mid- 
summer. One veteran sender of Morse 
told the writer that handling a Seattle 
wire was no more trouble than a local 
Joop to the main office. 

Back of that performance there was an 
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expenditure of many millions per year 
in improvements. Replacement of steel 
and iron wires by copper circults alone 
accounts for much of the improvement. 
The copper wires do not break under a 
strain so easily, and when immersed in 
snow or water their superior conductiv- 
ity enables them to transmit current 
under conditions which would so increase 
the resistance of the iron wire that it 
would be useless. 

Replacement of Morse by the newer 
modes of telegraphy has necessitated 
many other improvements in lines—more 
repeater and reinforcements for current. 
The circuits are watched more closely 
than in the past. 

-~o 

Improvement in long distance telephone 
lines is as notable. Substitution of cable 
lines for open wire lines has eliminated 
most of the hazards of storm and flood. 
A sleet storm which would put open wire 
lines out of service leaves a cable un- 
seathed. Telephone communication with 
the east was assured by the New York- 
Chicago cable officially put into service 
last October. This line is the longest 
telephone cable in the world, running 
144 miles underground, the other 717 
miles being carried on poles. It can 
carry 250 simultaneous telephone conver- 


sations and 600 telegraph messages. 

Communication by these long land ca- 
bles has been made possible by inven- 
tions including loading coils and the four 
wire repeater. The vacuum tube, funda- 
mental to radio practice, made long dis- 
tance telephony possible. James J. Pil- 
liod, engineer of the long lines depart- 
ment of the A. T. & T. Co. told the 
Western Society of Engineers the other 
night that without these vacuum tube 
repeaters the resistance in the New 
York-Chicago telephone cable would be 
so great, that if all the power generated 
in America were applied in New York, 
sufficient power would not be received in 
Chicago to operate a telephone receiver. 

A cable similar to the New York-Chi- 
cago line is under construction from St. 
Louis to Chicago and is already com- 
pleted as far as Peoria. Not merely 
snow, but the floods from a thaw, test 
severely the construction of the lines of 
the wire and rail companies. We prob- 
ably will have some interesting demon- 
strations this April of ithe value of the 
millions which have been devoted to the 
improvement of railway trackage. There 
will be washouts and all that, but when 
compared to the periodical spring tieups 
of other years they will be of smal! mo- 
ment.
